ans that threatens trouble to the immi- 
gration aed bodes re good to the sava- | 
ges themeeives.. For there is little dis 
position anywhere te permit their longer 
iaterrmption at their own good pleasure 
of the great trans continental. thorougb- 
tare, and itis nesecret that it is the delib- 
erate intention to make any refuge they 
may seek rather toe hot for entire com 
fort. 

We think there is a purpose among 

those who control affairs, to make the 
work on the plains as thorough as possi- 
ble the present summér, and the officer 
to whom is confided the exeention of 
this task is certainly not troubled with 
any false netions concerning Lo the 
poor Indian. whose untutored mind ” 
stands greatly in need, according to Gen. 
Connor's creed, of some salutary disci- 
pline and we suspect, if be overtakes 
the opportanity, that the lesson will be 
very promptly administered. 

The Indians north of the road seem to 


be pressing westward from some cause, 


probebly the assembling of troops on 
the Platte, and it would not be at all 
surprising if the scene of. active opera- 
tions should move in this direction be- 
fore the autumn. But measures are pro- 
greasing that will prove effective, as 
we believe, fer the. complete suppres- 
rion. not only of the present difficulties. 
but will put a quietus on future rup- 
tures of the kind. The territory inbabit- 
_ ed and claimed as Indian bunting ground 
is now penetrated pretty effectually at 
several different points by settlements 
and the surroundings of civilization, and 
this may safely be presumed to be about 
the last struggle the savages will ever 
be able to make before being overwhelm- 
ed in a peaceful way by the advent of 
teeming millions composing that im- 
mense stream of immigration which now 
eets so irresistably in this direction that 
not even the wild strife of civil war 
could interrupt the mighty inunda- 
tion from Europe. But now we have to 
deal with the emergency as found, and 
some fine day the red-skins will find that 
- they are neither alone on the war-path 
nor to be let alone.

The General iatends making one of 
the mont thomrongh campaigns against 
the Indians, during the summer and fall, 
ever made inthe West. and will force 
them to fight or surrender, and is only 
fearful they may adopt the latter policy. 
Over four bungdred lodges have already 
come in and «tacked their arms, and 
begged protection” 

he expedition will start on the Ist of 
June, and move directly into the coun- 
try of the hostile Indians—the Powder 
River and Black hill region. The inva- 
ding army will consist of about two thou- 
sand cavalry with a few pieces of artil- 
lery. 

In the. meantime, the route will be 
thoroughly protected between the Mis- 
rouri river aod the mountains, us a suffi- 
cient number of troops will be stationed 
ut points along the road, at intervals of 
twenty miles. The intermediate points 
will be patrolled every few hours by 


jcavalry. Every stage coach will be 


om protected by squads of sol- 
iers. 

The westward bound trains will be or- 
ganized into companies of one bundred 
wagons each and escorted by heavy 
guards from one station to another. So 
there is not the least particle of danger 
to travelers if they only comply witb 
the foregoing regulations. 

Those desiring to go west, will be just 
as secure from danger from the Indians, 
as if at home in the East. 

In future Indian depredations will be 
few and far between. The development 
of our broad and fertile country is now 
a fixed factand beyond peradventure. 

The war is practically over in the 
East and the West. Thousands from the 
Sonth and the East will seek bomes in 
Nebraska and the States and Territories 
to the westward. and will settle down in 
Peace and prosperity. 

Let them come with the assurance of 
no more tronble from the Indiaos.— Om- 
aha Daily Nebraskian.

AN ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE. 


BY A RESIDENT OF UTAH. 
ARTICLE 27. 
The value of “live stock,” which forms 
so prominent an item in the ſoregoing 
table, is but one-third of the actual val ne 
of these in the Territory at the periocs 
named. According to the Preliminary 
Report of the Eighth Census” of the 


Territory, taken by the Territory Mar- 
shal and bis assistants. on the figures of 


which the computations in the foregoing 
table are based, the abstract value of 
live stock was in 1850. five bundred and 
forty-six thousand nine hundred and 
sixty-eight dollars ($546,968,) in 1860. 
one million seven bundred and twenty- 
nine thousand and twelve dollars (81. 
729.012.) From each of these amounts 
I bave discounted 662-3 per cent. for 
importations and other contingencies. as 
will be seen by a reference to my table 
in which I have reported of the above 
amounts for 1850. one hundred and 
eighty-two thousand three hundred and 
twenty two dollars and sixty-seven cents 
($182,322 67,) and for 1860, five hun- 
dred and seventy-six thousand three hun- 
dredand thirty-seven dollars and tbirty- 
tbree cents ($576.337 33) only. For 
prime cost of raw materials, I have also 
deducted forty per cent. from the “value 
of home manufacture,” and for prime 
cost from “value of slaughtered ani- 
mals.” ninety per cent. It will there- 
fore be apparent to my readers that I 
have made a most liberal discount, and 
one which fully meets, if it does not 
even far more than cover, the actual 
expenses. prime cost. and losses contin- 


gent on dealing in euch articles as the 


above. 

It will be remembered that in a pre- 
vious article I stated that besides Pro- 
duce” and “Cash Tithing,” there was u 
demand made upon the non-capitalists. 
the laboriug classes, whose contribu- 
tions, amouating to sixty dollars per 
anoum for mechanics, and forty-five dol- 
lars per annum for laborers. passed un- 
der the nomenclature of labor tithing. 
To form a right conception of the 
amounts paid under this bead, it will be 
necessary to make, as correctly as it can 
be made withoutstatistics, a classification 
of the residents of the Territory. To 
obtain authorized data on which to base 
the calculations necessary to accomplish 
this, I refer my readers to the Eight 
Census” where, it will be seen, the Ter- 
ritory of Utah was reported to contain. 
in the year 1850. eleven thousand three 


bundred and fifty-four, and in the year |} 


1860, forty thousand one hundred and 
twenty-five white residents. Allowing 
about fonrelevenths of the 11,354 in- 
habitants of the Territory in 1850. to 


consist of juniors under twenty years of 


age, there would remain 7.226 adults. 
Conceding one balf of these were fe- 
males, there would still be 3,613 males; 
and this concession is favorable to the 
Mormon side of this question. for even 
in Utah. notwithstanding the plea of the 
polygamic monopolists of the fair sex to 


the coutrary. the numbers of the sexes. 


are nearly equal. the very slight varia- 
tion from an exact equillibrium that ex- 
iats consisting of an excess ot males. 
Discarding then two-sevenths of the last 
named number fr farmers and mer- 
chante, whose tithing is accounted for 
under the caption ot Produce and Cash 
Titbhing.“ we have still 2,581 left. of 
which, after deducting three per cent for 
noo-producers. the aged, infirm. &c., 
there still remains 2,504 adult males of 
the laboring classes, whose contribu- 
tions would properly come under the 
head of Labor Tithing.” This class 
consists probably of about one mechanic 
to three common laborers, the division 
would therefore be mecbanics 626, labor- 
ers 1,878. 

Of the 40,125 white residents of the 
Territory in the year 1860, there were 
20.178 males and 19,947 females. Of the 


entire number of residents about 13,698 


were adult females, and 12,498 juniors, 
males and females, under the age of 
twenty. Deducting 3 per cent. of the re- 
maining 13 929 for non-members of the 
church, non-producers, the aged and im- 
firm, there remains a balance of 13.511 
who may be safely classed: as tithe-pay- 
ers. Allowing two-seventbs of this num- 
ber to consist of farmers and merchants, 
whose tithing is otherwise accounted for. 
there still remains 9.651 tithe payers of 
the laboring classes. Following the 
same rule as that adopted for the division 
of this class of 1850, the result would be 
merchants 2,412 laborers 7, 39. 

Owing to difffenlties with the national 
authority, the influx of emigration was 
undoubtedly smaller during the latter 
than the former half of the decade 1850- 
60. It will not be unfair therefore to 
accept as the stutus on which to base the 
numerical. as J have done the financial
